THE CAPTIVITY OF 

Lieutenant 
Nathaniel Segar 

During the Revolutionary War. *■ 

(Continued from last week.) 

After I returned home to my na¬ 
tive town, and had recruited my¬ 
self, I went to work until August, 
1778, when men were called.for to 
march to Rhode Island. I enlist¬ 
ed again in the militia for this ser¬ 
vice, and soon after, we marched 
to Rhode Island; and the next 
day after our arrival, we marched 
toward the. enemy, where wo re¬ 
mained some time. 

While we were stationed here, 
we had the most severe storm of 
wind and rain, that ever I had ex¬ 
perienced in my life, at this season 
of the year. Many men died 
through fatigue, and drinking cold 
water, and the severity of this cold 
storm. Many horses likewise died 
in the storm. There Were uot half 
barracks enough to receive the 
troops, and shelter them from the 
storm. We were unable to secure 
our cartridges from the wet, aud 
they spoiled. However, we soon 
drew more, aud wore prepared for 
action, should we be called to it. 

Soou after, we marched nearer to 
Newport.—The British troops were 
at this time in possession of it. 
Our army made a stand here for 
several months, and made great 
preparations for battle, and for 
winter quartors: but, on a sudden, 
we were ordered to retreat from 
the Island. The enemy being in¬ 
formed of our design, closely pur¬ 
sued us; but we did not experience 
much injury in the retreat from 
;ho Island. After some days, we 
left the Island, and retreated about 
six or seven miles to a place call¬ 
ed Fait River. Here we kept 
guard till the first of January,1779. 
At this time, I was again discharg¬ 
ed from the public service of my 
beloved country; and returned 
once more to Newton, and into the 
bosom of my friends with great 
joy, after a fatiguing campaign. 
Here I tarried till the spring of 
this year. 

I was one year and eight 
months, that is, in the years 1775 
and 1776, in the continental ser¬ 
vice; six months in the militia in 
the year 1777, when Ben. Burgoyne 
and his army were made prisoners 
by General Gates; and I was five 
months in the militia, at Rhode 
Island, in the year 1778. I was 
also in the militia two months, at 
Boston, but do not recollect the 
time when. The whole time I was 
in the public service of my coun¬ 
try, was two years aud nine 
mouths. 

In the spring of the year 1779,1 
concluded to s,et out again for Sud¬ 
bury Canada [Bethel,] where I had 
been the year before the American 
Revolutionary War commenced- 
I went in company with my 
friend, Mr. Jonathan Bartlet. We 
carried kettles with us to make 
sugar. The remainder of the soa- 
son, after wo had made several 
hundred weight of sugar, we spout 
in clearing land, with a view to 
make us farms, and to make a per¬ 
manent settlement iu this place. 
In the fall of this year, wo return¬ 
ed to out* friends at Newton, where 
we tarried through the winter. 

In the spring of the year 1780, I 
set out again with my friend Bart¬ 
let, and also Mr. Thaddeus Bartldt 
and a boy by the name of Aaron 
Barton, for Bethel. When We had- 
arrived here, wo employed our- 
: selves in making sugar, and then 
in clearing and working upon our 
land. We had very good crops of, 
corn, anti other things. In the full, 
We concluded to spend the winter 
in this place, Which wc did, The 
Indians here, appeared very friend¬ 
ly toward us. They employed 
themselves in hunting; and We 
could barter with them, for corn 
and sugar, and for Which we re¬ 
ceived wild meat, tallow, and fur; 
and hence we lived quietly and 
comfortably With them. We la¬ 
bored to live in good friendship, 
However, we had many difficulties 
to encounter, as is always the case 
iii settling new countries. Wo had 
no roads; we went by marked 
trees, and hauled in our necessa¬ 
ries 0H hand-sloighs. Wo had no 
neighbors settled near Us; and 
there being but very few families 
in this place, it was for our inter¬ 
est and safety to Cultivate peace 
and a good understanding with the 
savages of the wilderness. 

There had been a mill built in 
•the upper part of the town, by

Capt. Joseph Twilcbell, one of the 
original proprietors of the town, 
which was about ten miles from 
where we had made our pitch ; it 
was now out of order, and could 
not be repaired till another season. 
But to remedy this evil, we went 
to work and made us a little hand- 
mill to grind our corn- We suc¬ 
ceeded very well with our mill; 
and ground our corn in it till the 
next spring, when the former mill 
was repaired. We all enjoyed 
good health during the winter. 

There were only five families, at 
this time, that were settled in this 
part of the town, and hot very 
near together, viz. Mr. Samuel In¬ 
galls, Mr, Jesse Dustin, Mr. John 
A ork, Mr. Amos Powers, and our 
family. I 11 the upper part of the 
town, five families had settled, viz. 
Gapt. Eloazor Twitched, Benja¬ 
min Russell, Esq., Abraham Rus¬ 
sell, Lieut. Jonathan (Jiark, and 
Miv James Swan. The nearest of 
them was six miles, and some of 
them were ten or eleven miles dis¬ 
tant from us; therefore, we could 
afford but little assistance to each 
othor, should the Indians molest 
us in any part of tlio town. 

In the spring of the year 1781, 
the mill was repaired, and wo con¬ 
cluded to rosido here, and to call 
it our home. We, therefore, wont 
to work iu sugaring, aud in clear¬ 
ing and tilling our Jaud for farms 
and a crop, in high spirits, as the 
land Was good, being much inter¬ 
vale on the river. The Indians 
were often iu among us, and ap¬ 
peared very friendly. Wo sold 
them corn, and other things, for 
meat, fur, &e. In the first of this 
season, they appeared very friend¬ 
ly toward us, which we labored to 
cultivate; and they were pleased 
iii trading With us. Afterwards 
they grew morose and surly; but 
still we were not apprehensive of 
any mischief from thorn, ah wo 
had heretofore lived quietly With 
them. But at length they came 
in very much emboldened and 
painted, and mote in a hostile 
manner than heretofore. Wo in¬ 
quired of them the reason of their 
painting themselves, and of their 
being so merry; they told Us, that 
it was a high day with them. 
They pleased themselves in talk¬ 
ing and/laughing with each other 
in their own language, which we 
did not understand. We Aid tint 
know nor oven surmise any harm 
from them. Their conduct at this 
time, and the manner in which 
they appeared, were very different 
from what they were before; but 
still wo kept about our work, hot 
being much afraid of them, as we 
know of no reason why we should 
be afraid of them, or why they 
should, iu the least, injure us, as 


Wd had always lived in harmonv j 
with them, There were none of 
these Indians in the parly when 1 
was taken prisoner. 

When they came in earnest, I 
was at the opposite part of the 
town at work. On the 3d day of 
August, 1781, there ca me six In¬ 
dians from Canada,; I knew one of 
them, named Tom began, for he 
had been often at my house. They 
were all painted, and armed with 
guns, tomahawks and scalp¬ 
ing knives, I, and Lieut. Jona¬ 
than Clark, and Capt. Eleazer 
Tvvitcboll, were at a little distance 
from a piece of woods, when five 
Indians came running out ot the 
woods, and told us that we were 
their prisoners, and must go with 
them to Canada.—Lieut, Clark’s 
house was near ’by. They took us 
to the house and bound us. 

After they had bound us, they 
went to plundering the house, and 
told ns to sit down, and sit stilt, or 
they would kill us. While they 
were plundering the house, they 
found several gallons of rum in 
the cellar, a part of which they 
put into their bottles and carried 
away with thorn. They found six¬ 
teen dollars in money, some cloth¬ 
ing, provision and many other 
things, which they found in the 
house, and converted them to their 
own use. While they were plun¬ 
dering the house, Mrs. Clark had 
embraced her opportunity, and 
hidrher husband’s silver watch in 
the asbe.', so that .-.lie saved it 
from the Indians. They attempt¬ 
ed to take her gold necklace from 
her neck, biq. the string broke and 
tho‘ beads were scattered about 
the' floor.—When they were gone, 
she found nearly all of them. 
They also attempted to take her 
silver buckles from her shoos; she 
asked them what business they 
had with her feet, and they final¬ 
ly left them. My fears were that 
they would kill her—she was very 
bold, toward them, and showed no 
fear. 

While these things were doing, 
an Indian came out of the woods 
with Mr. Benjamin Clark, another 
prisoner, whom he had taken. In 
the mean time Capt. Tvvitchell, by 
’watching his opportunity, had ab¬ 
sconded, add had so effectually 
secreted himself in the woods 
among the logs, that they could 
not find him ; and night coming, 
on, he remained here during the 
night. In the morning, ho return¬ 
ed home in safety to Ids family, 
and rejoiced with them for his do- 
liverauce from the power of the 
savages of the wilderness. Mrs, 
Clark had secreted herself within 
a few rods of the Captain, where 
she lay ail night, wholly unknown 
to eaCh oilier, until the morning, 
whon both returned homo.
